London, Dec. 17.—An obstacle was en- 


countered early today by the plenipoten- 
tiaries of the Balkan allies and of the 
Ottoman empire who aro gathered here 
\*ith the object of bringing about peace. 


The absence .of Greece's eignatur* to the 
armistice protocol was the cause of the 
Wtch in the proceedings and the dele- 
gates found it necessary to adjourn with- 
out effecting any real business. They 
will not meet again until late on Thurs- 
day afternoon, and in the meantime will 
communicate with their home govern- 
ments. 


After their adjournment Dr. S. Daneff, 


the leader of the Bulgarian delegation 
»nd the president of today's meeting of 
the conference, confirmed the report that 
the question of the protocol had been 
under discussion without a decision be- 
ing reached. 


It is understood that th« powers of 


Turkish plenipotentiaries do not author- 
la them to recognize the Hellenin dele- 
gates unless Greece signs the armistice, 
and therefore they were obliged to refer 
the matter to Constantinople before pro-

As Mr. Wickersham Views It. 


Attorney General Wickersham expresses the belief 


that the decision of the supreme court in the "hard coal 
trust" case Monday will so completely destroy the com- 
bination which now controls the price of anthracite that it 
must result in a distinct measure of relief to the public. 
The public will most profoundly desire to share the attor- 
ney general's optimism, but in the light of previous prose- 
cution of the trusts, it ought to be excused from indulging 
in anything like jollification until there is some practical 
manifestation of the results. 


The problem of coal mining aid distribution is so in- 


terlinked with the transportation issue that the public bus 
been amply justified in placing a large measure of blame 
for conditions upon the coal carrying roads. The hope- 
ful phase of the court decision is the annulment of the 
vicious contracts under which the entire output of the 
mines was surrendered to the roads, for it utterly fore- 
stalled any sort of competition. With a free and fair 
market in coal as in other commodities, there ought to bo 
an end to the conditions under which lhe coal roads were 
able to absolutely control the movement of anthracite. 
The family purse hasn't as yet been able to realize heavily 
upon the outcome of some other trust prosecutions. That 
in the case of the hard coal crowd is a bit more roseate of 
promise.

The report of the Indiana centennial commission, 


created by act of the 1911 legislature to devise a plan for 
the appropriate observance of Indiana's one hundredth 
anniversary as a state in 1916, makes it appear that ovm- 
ers of property in Indianapolis desired for the location of a 
centennial building have "boosted" prices in shameful 
fashion and are attempting to hold up the state in the mat- 
ter of location.

B. Nivon, an accountant for the com- 
mittee, presented a mass of statistics 
showing the amount of money held for 
country banks by 32 New York city 
banks and trust companies with the 
amount of money loaned on stock mar- 
ket securities in New York for these 
country correspondents. 


Mr. Niven's figures showed 10,015 ac- 


counts for country banks in the New 
York institutions. 
Ho explained that 


because the banks would not furnish to 
dim the names of their country corres- 
pondents some of the accounts might 
be duplicates in cases where country 
banks maintained accounts with more 
than one New York bank. 
_ n the 32 banks, Mr. Xiven said, on 
Nov. 1, country banks had on deposit 
$483,000,000 and in addition had loaned 
on New York Stock Exchange securi- 
ties $240,480,000.

Donaghey yesterday pardoned 316 state 
and 44 county convicts and in a long 
statement said his action was taken as 
a. protest against the system of leasing 
convicts in vogue in Arkansas. The gov- 
ernor, in his statement scored magis- 
trates for imposing long sentences for 
trivial 
offenses and told of what 
he 


termed disadvantages of the.lease sys- 
tem. 


As a result of the pardons three state 


convict camps will be abolished 
but 


several camps where prisoners, working 
on the. roads, are housed will be con- 
tinued in operation. 
Some of the men 


pardoned were sentenced -to terms of 
fifteen years. 


The governor in his statement which 
ill be presented to the nest legisla- 


ture, tells of his unsuccessful efforts to 
have the convict lease system abolished 
and declares that reports made to him 
by special agents of conditions existing 
on state and county farms, 
"could 


scarcely be accepted us truth gotten 
fro inofficial documents and personal 
statements among a civilized people but 
for the records in the case." 


In answer to his critics, who the gov- 


ernor quotes as having said that "a state 
penitentiary "could not be designed as a 
Sunday school," he says: 


"Nor was it designed as a revengeful

Canoe City, Xev., Dec. 17.—Cleveland 


H. Btker, brilliant attorney general of 
Xenrafe, died recently as a. result of 
»B awful nightmare, during which he 
saw himself shot by a. friend. Piivsi- 
«*ns claim that his death was one of 
the most remarkable psychological phe- 
nomena known in medical history. 


Baker suddenly started 
from his 


sleep at midnight and told his wife of 
a dream that he had beeu shot by a 
prominent Kevadan. an intimate friend, 
wboM • name has sinte been withheld. 
The dream was accompanied by an in- 
ternal hemorrhage, but Baker" felt no 
paia and fell asleep agaiu. 


Sleep VM undisturbed until t> o'clock. 


Then Biker awoke and discussed the 
terrible vision ot the night befort i?ith 
his \i-ife. As he sat on the fdge of 
hi» bed lacing his shoes a second hem- 
orrhage 
attacked 
him and he col- 


lapsed. 


Dr. Donald MacLean responded, but 


the attorney general had lapsed into 
uuconsciousnets and died a few min- 
utes after the doctor's arrival. 


On his first examination of Baker's 


body. Dr. MacLean advanced the theory 
that the shock of the dream had caused 
the hemorrhage 
and 
his subsequent 


death. 


Later he declared that it was more 


probable that the dream had been in- 
duced by the bursting of a blood ves- 
sel and that hemorrhage was the pri- 
mary cause of death. 


Dr. George M. Stratton, professor of 


phycholopy in the University of Cali- 
fornia, said that the dream had grown 
out of the presenco of the internal 
physical disturbance, and that the dis- 
turbance resulted in the hprnorrhai-e. 


Or. MacLean took this view, too. 
"Th« death of Mr. Baker WRS not, as 


at flrrt believed, brought about ;is the 
direct result of any awful dream, but 
on the contrary, the dream was the di- 
rect result of tn« hemorrhage," said Dr. 
MacLean. 


"In any ease of an extremely weak- 


ened condition, such as Mr. Baker was 
known to be in, and with his particular 
ailment, a hemorrhage is liable nt nny 
moment. 
The first aensations of pain 


from such nre transmitted in the form 
of some dream, or conclusion of mind, 
us one awakens.

"This mental condition following pain 


sensations is a 
wpll established fart 


in medcsl science.

ces are on record, but 1 do not know of 
any exactly similar to this.
